AntLNole# Ordinance Passed In New 
York Hailed as 8tsp In th* 

Right Direction. 

The new anti-noise ordinance pro¬ 
vide* prompt punishment for any 
person plying a trade in the streets 
who shall make or permit to be made 
*sny noise tending to disturb the 
peace and quiet of the neighborhood 
for the purpose of directing atten¬ 
tion to his wares or trade or calling.’* 

This is an improvement upon the 
old ordinance and will put a stop to 
some of the needless noises that have 
been an abomination to the com¬ 
munity. There are, however, many 
other noises that are just as needless 
hud just as annoying that do not 
Jome under the penalties of the law , 
because they are not made by persons 
plying a trade and are not intended 
to attract attention to wares or to 
railings. They are many in number I 
znd various in nature, running all 
the way from the unnecessary noises 
>f automobiles to the pounding of 
flat car wheels and the deafening rat¬ 
tle of elevated trains. The new or- 
linance, therefore, is bnt a step in 
the right direction, but even a step 
is to be welcomed.—New York 
World.
